So, 
because lie is a responsible man at Stevens point, I picked that place for the deposit 
where hr. David Wrone would be handling it /I went out and made a handshake deal" with 
the then chancellor Lee Drefus.', later governor. And from time to tine I sent them things, 
tils includes all of my earlier files, those that did not disappea r during World War II. 
Incredible stuff on the Dies committee - a record of all their expenditures, for example*^ 
Jone things on early native fascist activities and some, including pictures, on the UK 
assassination. I also spent a week there with dailtf seminars and aduresses each night, 
these sliared with two others. £<-* b i- ' 

I don’t kno.; if you are old enough to have known Hike whose name was Llean 
Mchel. He married Hast ^uthias ' sister Irish. We were friends and one night when he brought 
my wife home fccn a tax seminar they attended together and he looked at the extent of 
this arcllve^, he asked me if I'd made all the arrangements for it. I said sure, fie said, 
ana he knew my health is impaired, did that include that no aspect of the transfer would 
be a problem for ny wife. I then realized that 4 had nothing in writing so, with Dreyfus 
not there I wrote and wrote ana wrote and got no response except from Wrone , who is a 
dear friend. He told rae, among other things, tiiat tney had decimated the history department. 
I spent aoout a year without getting any response other than that they'd get back, which 
they never did, and then I made the arrangements for nood. It is a much better school 
than you may have known and while historians are not as likely to beat a path to it, people 
do go to work there. Sam adams did that CHS special on Westmoreland there, for example. 

And students are using some records of which they have copies and others come here from 
time to time and do their studies anu write their papers. ‘II of which have been rather 
ood to excellent. I have a seminar there on the 12 of next month anti another at the 
end of the semester, a fine historian teaches a course on political assassinations there 
and he also is a dear friend. Ho ana 'Wrone and'xlther of whom •*- know teach it not as a 
whodunit but as history/political science. 

I have.no lunate Civil liberties Committee records other than the hearings and 
reports I edited. I have some clear ee recollections, as does a friend who was a staff 
lawyer and now lives in Hew York. Here is much tiiat did not get into the hearings. 

I've not seen the auerbach study or heu#d of it a.-. a I've not heard of any of the 
staff ever being interviewed for any studies. 

He^er , not Herber, Hlankenhorn was a friend and he was very helpful to me when 
some labor board and union people who turned out to be finks tried to "get" me. 

I knew a.1 Bernstein and his wife before World War II and for a time after it, when 
I farmed, they were customers. L ’arl was then a pimply-faced boy. 1 knew him when he was 
working on V/atergate and helped him and "oodward a bit. I wrote A.1 after Carl's book was 
out and he did not respond. I think u arl t should consider a sequel^ on the victims and their 
fine contributions to our society. I don t know anything about ■ u outher but I do have .ome 
recollections of those barings and a few stories that may in time interest you, not 
connected with him or his brother but with the situation and environment. Herhaps the 
friend I mention above might be helpful. He is C 0 l Habkin, 7b Henry St., Brooklyn 11201, 
phone 718/075-5137. He was able to get to a memorial service for one of us and may know 
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who os us was still alive then and how to reach them. I've heard that the committee's 
counsel, ^ohn Abt, is still alive and in New fork or near it. lie also might have informs- 
tion you could use or could refer you to others. , , \
